This 
is in line with the recommendations 
of the Glassco Commission report. 
: "The logie of Mr. Hellyer’s policy 
is also discernible beyond the d 
eneralizations. It is apparent, for 
nstance, that the cost of “house-_ 
keeping”—office work—is dispro-* 
portionate to that of the immediate 
maintenance of fighting men and 
equipment, Unification of the three 
services would effect great savings 
in. this department, with a _conse- 
quent improvement in our defence 
armament. ‘ 
The matter of uniforms, on the 
other hand, does not seem impor- 
tant in this regard. Sufficient 
numbers of navy, afmy and air- 
force uniforms are. bought in each 
‘case to leave little room for sav- 
ings on a single of dress. And 
there is little likelihood that men 
will be trained to be interchange- 
able from land. to sea or air serv- 
ice. The advantages of tradition 
and pride in the service therefore 
indicate that such matters as uni- 


forms and insignia could remain 


nged. 
~Mr. Hellyer . stresses. greater . 


efficiency as a goal. This concéiv- 
ably could result from such a com- 
plete unification of the services 
that nothing femained of the pres- 
ent associations. and service loyal- 
ties. If this resulted in a loss of 
recruiting power, a decrease in Bow

But this is a relatively short- 
term conkideration in a world_sa 
‘rapidly changing. . 7 
modes -of warfare in a nuclear 
age will no doubt make_today’s 
mettiods as obsolete as the Second 
World War made cavalry charges. 
There will be little in common be- 
tween the soldier, the sailor and 
the pilot of today, and tomorrow's 
military technician working far 
underground with his computers, 
remote-controlled space platforms 
and yet-unimagined equipment. 

. If implemented, Mr, Hellyer’s 
jlans for unification ‘will place 
da in the lead of the nations. 
Undoubtedly we will be followed by 
many other countries, But we 
cannot, as the goverriiiérit™is well 
aware, pursue_a@ lone course in our 
defence systems. Canada will never 
fight a war alone—it will aways be 
asa part of the defensive system 
of the United Nations, NATO or 
North America. Nor will we ever 
remain at peace alone—inevitably 
we must be drawn into any global 
conflict. 3 

It is therefore obvious that our 
defence can never be an entity in 
itself,it can only exist as a com- 
ponent of our group defensive 
alliances. Mr. Hellyer’s plan,. with

Radical Change 

The aim of foreign aid has changed 
radically, but the rhetoric employed to 
persuade a Congréss of its 
necessity has changed little. We are still 
assuming, 12-yeurs after the Marshall 
Plan, that the effective way to get the 
money from Congress is to use the ideas 
and the slogans of the Marshall Pian. 

As we had put money into Britain, 
France, Germany, -Italy and the Low 
Countries to stop the advance of the 
Soviet Union, so we should: now put 
money into South Korea, Taiwan, South 
Viet Nam, India, Pakistan, Greece, Tur- 
key and Latin America. , 

In a fashion, the tactic has paid off. 
Since the collapse of the Nationalists on 
the Chinese Mainland in 1949, there has 
been no important advance of commun- 
ism except in Cuba, which seems to have 
been impelied into the arms of Red 
Russia, because everybody concerned 
with Cuban policy seems to have made 
every possible mistake. 

What is wearing thin and becoming 
firesome is the argument that these 
funds. must be handed out to various 


, governments “in order to protect the 


short4erm security of the United States. 

There is, of course, something in the 
argument that—sil- great powers have 
elways used funds to promote their 
influence. Thus, a quite considerable 
amount of the foreign aid money goes to 
keep the armies in several of the 


beneficiary: states contented and on our 
sidé of the fence. A certain amount goes 
into subsidizing weak, but friendly 
governments. : 

It is all not very inspiring, especially 
in view of the public money we do not 
seem to be abie to raise in order to 
rebuild rat-infested schools in our own 
slums. But we must realize that this 
isn’t all there is to foreign aid. 

The modern problem of foreign aid 
confronts us because about two-thirds of 
mankind is poor, has become aware that 
this is not inevitable and is determined 
to overcome its. misery and its im- 
memorial servitudes. At the same time, 
the drop in the death rate, brought about 
by advances in public health, has caused 
the poor to increase in number. ‘ 

These are the elements of the great 
revolutionary movement of our era. It 
has created a complex confrontation 
which is triangular in shape as between 
the various Communist, the various non- 
Comrounist and the various under- 
developed peoples. 

The crucial question is how the 
countries with a backward economy are 
to find the capital, which includes know- 
how and organization, to develop. A 
centitry and a half ago the United States 
was an underdeveloped country, Al- 


though it started out with great natural 


resources and an adult population edu- 
cated abroad, it could not have developed 
s0 fast had it not been for huge invest- 
ments of European capital. 


British Comparison 

By 1913, & billion of British money 
was invested in the United States. Three- 
quarters of the capital required to build 
our railways came from Great Britain. 
IT have seen it estimated that if the 
United States today“ were to invest 
abroad as heavily in proportion to 
national income as did Great Britain in 
the 19th century, we would make joans 


in one way or another. approaching $30 
billion a year, - ‘ 
At the present time, the total flow of 
capital—of grants, government loans and 
private foreign investments —- from the 
advanced to the backward world is only 
about $8.5 billion a year. In another few 
years this will be not nearly enough to 
do the job, especially in wiew of the 
declinitg prices of, the agricultural and 
mineral. products which represent 90% 
of the export earnings of the less- 
developed countries, ; 


Capital Needs 


. Thus, the real problem of foreign. aid 
is not the one that President Johnson 
and Representative Passman are wrestl- 
ing with. It is the probiem of devising 
ways by which rich countries can help 
meet the capital needs of poor countries. 

In one way or another Congress is 
bound to support one of the variations 
of the idea that the richer countries 
should find a generally acceptable way 
to transfer capital to selected backward 
countries, This principle is followed 
rather well in the proposed aid budget:

six countries ta promote their long-term 
development. : 

Until a few years ago, the United 
States has been very nearly the sole 
supplier of low-cost capital to the non- 
Communist world, The best way to 
dilute our responsibility and to share 
the financial burden is by supporting. 
international institutions, such es the 
World Bank and its affiliate,-the Inter-/ 
national Development Association, 
known for short as IDA. 

The House recently and without 
enough consideration cut off our contri- - 
bution to IDA, and it did-so-in a way 
which is embarrassing and indeed 
humiliating to this country. It is also 
against our real interests, and the refusal 
will certainly have to be reconsidered.

The plant name “daphne” is synonym- 
ous with perfume in most gardeners’ minds. 
A varied family of shrubs, the fragrance 
of its members can be as variable--sweet 


as honey or hauntingly - 
spicy as lemor flowers, 
fleeting in the winter 
flowering plants, more 
free and lasting in Those 
which bloom in warmer 
weather 

The first to bloom is 
Daphne ‘mezereum' and 
iis white variety alba 
“This is often called the 
winter or February 
Gaphne, for its bright 


~ pinky-purple litle flowers open along the 


bare stems whenever the winter days are 
mild. i 

Seldom growing taller than three feet, 
this daphne is a familiar sight in our—tocal 
gardens. Its long blooming period extends 
into spring, adding a strong note of color to 
the golden motif. 

Another Winter bloomer among _ the 
daphnes is the shiny evergreen D. laureola, 
the Spurge-laurel, whose lime green flowers

Early summer flowering is the deciduous 
D. Burkwoodi, a compact hybrid shrub of 
three feet or 80, bearing blush pink clusters 
of sweetly scented blossoms, very freely 
borne. 

Daphnes, withthe exception of D. Birk- 
woodi, laurecla and mezereum are not too 
easy—-to—cultivate, nor-are they —iong-tived 
plants, -but a well-drained ‘loamy soil with 
lime added seems to supply the most suit- 
able conditions for growing these highly- 
desirable fragrant shrubs
